man is actuated by no mercenary motive in the improvenent of 

the breed, he has indeed tho strongest sort of petriotic inspi- 
ration'to direst his motives. If the horse is a desirablo featur 
of our peacetine pursuits, he is even more desirable - essential 
in fact - during war. It 418 doubtf1l if wo shall soon reach the 
stuge of mechanioal perfection which will permit us to disponse 
with the horse in military operations. mn communications break 
down and gasoline runs short, the horse will nevortheless keop 
moving while he has four legs under him. 











Tt is an injustice to the noble animal to refer only 
to the utiliterian demand for horse breeding. Arny horsemen 
feel a loyalty thet is due portly to the memory of the friendly 
sacrifice of by-gone steeds. They feel that their love for 
horses is one of the best influences of their lives. Surely as 
civilization progresse: permanent place can be kept for such 
an influences Any efforts to elevate standards of breeding 
are in the practicnl direction of progress which will enable the 
horse to hold his place.
